International Paper buys Sweetheart warehouse 


There is some double-barreled 
good news in Wilmington this week. 
The nine-acre Sweetheart Plastics 
warehouse has been sold to Interna- 
tional Paper. IP will move the New 
England headquarters of its Carter- 
Rice, the Dowd Company division 
to Wilmington, with about 250 jobs. 
Carter-Rice, a leading supplier of 
printing papers, will consolidate 
operations now located in Boston, 
Woburn and Braintree. 

The news was announced by Town 
Manager Michael Caira at the end of 
the selectmen's meeting Monday 
hight. 

The second part of the good news 
is that Sweetheart will move its 


warehousing operations from that 
facility into its former manufac- 
turing plant in Wilmington Center, 
which closed three years ago. 


The building which is being sold 
to IP is located on the west side of 
the tracks near the intersection of 
Main and Lowell streets. The sale 
price is said to be between six and 
eight million dollars. 


Access to the plant presented a 
major hurdle in the sale. Sweetheart 
had received special permission 
from the MBTA for a railroad 
crossing when the warehouse was 
built about ten years ago. That 
permission had to be transferred to 


IP. The original concept when the 
facility was built was that it would 
receive incoming stock by rail, 


.. from the Sweetheart manufacturing 


plant a half mile away. 


Since the closing of the manufac- 
turing plant, all access has been by 
truck. Sweetheart has continued to 
use the warehouse as a distribution 
facility, a function that will now be 
housed in a portion of the former 
manufacturing plant. Although the 
manufacturing equipment has long 
since been moved from the plant, 
Sweetheart has been readying the 
plant for the new role for some 
time. 


ACE aires education concerns

Advocates for Children's 
Education (ACE), presented the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
with 350 post cards signed by 
residents supporting an override. 
The political action committee is 
campaigning for a Proposition 2 1/2 
override to reopen the Boutwell 
Elementary School to alleviate 
classroom overcrowding. In the 
process, ACE, represented by 
Chairperson Carol Neville and 
Treasurer Agnes Fiumara got more 
- or less - than it bargained for in its 
bid for selectmen support of an 
override. 

"I'm absolutely appalled," 
selectman candidate and Wilm- 
ington Police Sergeant James 
Rooney said to the board for what 
he considered the "pull[ing] over the 
coals" of the ACE representatives, 
"If we want our kids to get a quality 
education...support this [override], 
support [ACE]," he said. 

Selectmen Chairmen Chester 
Bruce countered, saying "we, as the 


board of selectmen have to 
represent all the people." 

Earlier, Bruce denied Neville her 
request for a formal poll of the 
board as to where they stand on the 
override question. 

"You're not going to poll my 
board tonight," he firmly stated, but 
went on to say that ACE does not 
"have time to wait another year [for 
an override] because [over- 
crowding] is going to be twice as 
bad next year." 

Selectmen Gerald Duggan and 
Robert Cain have both said they 
favor an override, while Selectman 
Michael McCoy has waffled on the 
subject. Selectman Diane Allan was 
not present at Monday's meeting. 

The school department is shooting 
for a maximum of 25 children per 
classroom. Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell, 
who attended Monday's selectmen's 
meeting, estimated the number of 
classrooms operating with more 
than 25 students this school year at 
between 10 and 12. 


“We really should have opened the 
Boutwell for this school year," Dr. 
O'Donnell said. "Next year we have 
67 elementary classrooms; 17 of 
those will have 27 to 34 [students] to 
one teacher." 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Education, through the Education 
Reform Act passed for this school 
year, recommends a ratio of i7 
children to cach instructor, 
according to O'Donnell. 

While many in town seem 
concerned about the quality of 
education in Wilmington's public 
schools, there also seems to be a lot 
of concern among the town's 
taxpayers about property tax hikes 
attached to passage of an override - 
increases of a little more than $40 
on average. 

“I've talked to grandparents, I've 
talked to parents," Bruce said. 
"Everyone is concerned, but if the 
dollars and cents aren't there..."

Route 38 
resurfacing 
contract 
awarded 


Representative James R. Miceli 
(D-Tewksbury/Wilmington) has 
announced the awarding of the 
Route 38 resurfacing contract in 
Wilmington to Sealcoat, Inc. of 
Hingham. 

The project, scheduled to 
commence April 1, 1994, will 
replace the surface of Route 3& 
from the Tewksbury town line 
heading south to Wilmington 
Center at the Route 62 Intersection. 

Work hours are to be from 9 p.m 
to 5 a.m, in order to minimize 
traffic congestion during peak 
commuting hours and to protect the 
safety of passing vehicles. 

"This project is desperately 
needed,” Miceli commented. "The 
harsh weather this winter has only 
added to the problem...I'm glad I 
have been able to play a part in this 
project."

Rep. Miceli pushes 
for local aid 


Calling it the the "best news local 
budget planners have had in years," 
Representative James R. Miceli 
(D-Tewksbury/Wilmington) says 
action in the House to adopt higher 
levels of local aid at such an early 
stage of the budgeting process was a 
double victory. Local budget wri- 
ters will not only receive accurate 
information early in the process, 
but will also receive more state 
funds to pay for municipal services. 

By a vote of 105-37, the House 
approved the resolution to commit a 
record $2.156 billion to cities and 
towns for next fiscal year. Miceli 
revealed that Tewksbury is targeted 
to receive $7,417,727 next year 
while Wilmington should receive 
$3,723,665. 

"Iam committed to doing all that I 
can to bring back every local aid 
dollar possible to Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, I am thrilled to have 
won the major fight for local 
residents,” said Miceli. 

Miceli added that the passage of 
the resolution should greatly help 


local budget writers. Because the 
actual state budget does not get 
passed until July, local budget 
writers, who usually draft spending 
plans in May or June, were not 
aware of the exact amount of state 
aid they would receive. This often 
meant that cities or towns would 
have to adjust their budgets to 
reflect any anticipated changes in 
local aid. The adoption of this 
resolution will make the writing of 
municipal budgets much easier. 
Having been adopted in the House, 
the resolution now needs Senate 
approval before becoming official.

Item: nursing home care is 
expensive. It is only sometimes 
deductible as a medical expense, 
depending on the level of care 
needed. Continued medical care is 
deductible; simple custodial care is 
not. 

Only the very rich can afford to 
pay for nursing care out of pocket 
over a long period. The 
government probably can't afford 
it, either. But those who are 
comfortable but not very rich - 
those with estates between 
$100,000 and $1,000,000 - may 
want to be able to protect some of 
their assets for their heirs. 

That's why there is long term 
care insurance to cover the 
expenses of nursing home and 
home based care. Best bet: buy in 
one's 60s, before premiums 
increase sharply. Plan on 10 
percent of income for coverage; 
don’t go into savings. Be sure to 
have at least three years coverage. 
Under the new tax laws, oldsters 
will need to cover at least 36 
months of nursing home care 
before Medicaid benefits can kick 
in.

Dear Larz: 

I urge all of Wilmington's voters 
to vote No on the Proposition 2 1/2 
override question which will be on 
the ballot April 16. The problem is 
not that we don't have enough 
money, but that the money we 
generate hasn't been spent wisely. 

So how did we get into the current 
problem, where the School 
Committee and Town now want 
another $575,000 of our money? 
First you have to understand that 
about 40 percent of the money the 
town spends, of $13,400,000 will go 
to the school budget. Of this 
amount, 75 percent to 80 percent or 
more typically goes to teachers’ 
salaries. Thus, negotiated contract 
increases have a huge effect on, a) 
the amount of money the School 
Committee/Town must come up 
with, b) the number of teachers it 
can retain or c) both a and b. 

Now, let's go back to June of 
1991. In that month the School 
Committee recommended that the 
town offer teachers a huge 18 
percent increase over three years 
with, it seems, little idea on how to 
pay for it. Do you remember 1991? 
We were in the depth of the worst 
economic recession since the Great 
Depression. Unemployment in 
Wilmington that June was 10.6 
percent, a full 1.1 percent over the 
State average. People feared for 


need sewerage! Industry needs 
sewerage, let them pay for it. They 
can afford it; we can't. 

Flip-flapping on issues is no way 
to get elected Tony. It's a sign of a 
serious character flaw. The last 
thing this town needs is another 
friend of Big Business poisoning the 
town government system, like 
they've poisoned the water supply. 

The people of the Town of 
Wilmington voted to rescind 
funding for the project Tony, not 
Bob Cain. Your gripe is with us, not 
him. The scary part of all of it is 
that in a town of 18,000 people, 
only about 300 cared enough to go 
to the meeting.

their jobs. What was the School 
Committee thinking?

(part one of a four part series) 

Town of Wilmington election and 
Annual Town Meeting are fast 
approaching. The following is a 
break-down of the first 15 of the 60 
articles contained in the Town 
Warrant. 

Article 1 concerns the town 
election, to be voted on Saturday, 
April 16. Polls will be opened from 
10:00 a.m, until 8:00 p.m. 
Registered residents of Precincts 1, 
2 and 5 are to vote at the Town Hall 
Auditorium and members of 
Precincts 3,)4, and 6 vote at the 

:, Wildwood School. 

The remaining articles are to be 
decided on at Annual Town 
Meeting, which will be held in the 

, Wilmington High School 
Gymnasium on Saturday, April 23, 
beginning at 10:30 a.m. 

+ Article 1 concerns the town 

election, which will be held to elect: 
' one selectman, one moderator, two

school committee members, and one 
member of the regional vocational 
technical school committee, all to 
three year terms of office; and to 
elect one member of the housing 
authority to a two year term, 

Residents will also vote on 
whether or not "to assess an 
additional $575,837 in real estate 
and personal property taxes for the 
purpose of funding the operation 
and maintenance of he Boutwell 
School..." Voters will be asked to 
respond "Yes" or "No." 

Articles 2, 3, and 4 have been 
described by Town Manager 
Michael Caira as "routine 
housekeeping" articles. 

Article 2 allows committce 
reports to be heard and acted upon. 

Article 3 is to see if the town will 
vote to appropriate money for the 
paying of unpaid bills of years past. 

Article 4 would allow the town 
treasurer "to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the 


revenue of the financial 
beginning July 1, 1994..." 

+ Article 5 pertains to the Town 
Budget, specifically, to see “how 
much money the Town will 
appropriate for the expenses of the 
Town and the salaries of several 
Town Officers and Departments..." 
and to see how that money will be 
raised, i.e. by taxation, transfer 
from available funds, etc. 

+ Article 6 is "to see if the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purchase of 
new and replacement capital 
equipment..." Specifically, the 
replacement of five police cruisers, 
the purchase of a heavy-duty 
modular-type ambulance for the 
fire department and the purchase of 
two one-ton, two cubic yard, 
heavy-duty dump trucks for the 
DPW.

What’s “New” 


As My Garden Sleeps 
by Mari Gold 

Wilmington, March 27, 1957: 

As I'm writing this, we are having 
one of our early spring snowstorms. 
Ever since childhood, I have heard 
spring storms called "poor man's 
fertilizer." It has been said that 
during a spring snow storm is a fine 
time to sow grass sced, if you can 
remember where you need to sow 
it, The seed needs only to be 
sprinkled on the snow and as the 
snow melts, the seed remains moist. 

It eventually reaches the earth via 
the melting snow and during the 
warm part of the day, it will begin 
to grow. Many years ago, when 
spring arrived, everyone was far 
too busy to think of building a lawn. 
The "sprinkle on the snow" method 
was born out of necessity, but time 
have changed since then. 

Practically everyone today 
admires a fine, green lawn. Here are 
a few lawn don'ts to remember: 
Never delay in filling depressions 
left by frost which has been having a 
fine time heaving stones under the 
grass and settling them back when 
the ground thaws. Spring rains will 
set newly added soil. Don't be in a 
hurry to roll your lawn with a 
heavy roller. Heavy rolling when 
the ground is wet compacts the carth 
so that clay soil puddles into a 
sticky, putty like mass, This makes 
the soil and lawn crack and break in 
drier weather. It is much better to 
reserve rolling for dry spells, after 
the frost is definitely out of the 
ground, 

Don't wait until May to sow grass 
seed, Seed must be kept wet for at 
least two weeks to germinate. 
Altogether it takes 30 days of 
moisture to grow good grass. It 
must be kept wet, even after it starts 
to grow. 

In the spring, until May 15, the 
grass should be cut short to develop 
a strong root system and to 
encourage it to spread into a thick 
turf. From May 15 to the middle of 
September it should be cut three 
inches high. This helps keep the 
grass from burning in hot weather. 
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This is a simple matter. Simply raise 
the cutter bar on your lawn mower 
then you can keep it in the correct 
position. 

Your lawn has several enemies, 
including weeds, moss chiggers, 
ants and moles. To cover all of these 
in one column, would take much 
more.than my share of the paper. I 
will attempt to cover them in future 
issues, as the "lawn pests" begin to 
arrive. 

The lawn mower should always be 
kept in good condition. Cutting 
grass with a dull mower will simply 
band it, pull it out by the roots, and 
leave ridges. 

If you feel you don't have 
sufficient room for a flower 
garden, improve the exterior of 
your house with window boxes. 
Any do-it-yourselfer can make 
these boxes with case. Holes must be 
drilled in the bottom to allow for 
drainage. The easiest way I know to 
hang them is with the use of an old 
fashioned metal shelf bracket. 
Attach the brackets to the house, 
then place the window box on them, 
The weight of the filled box will act 
as an anchor. If a heavy windstorm 
should be predicted lift the box off 
and set it in the garage. With this 
method of attaching them, you can 
save the boxes and flowers from 
damage. 


A wide variety of plants will grow 
in a box. The old standbys, 
geraniums, colcus, ivies and 
petunias. Several of the newer 
varieties will also thrive under box 
conditions. Select plants to suite 
each side of the house. Consider the 
amount sun that will reach them. 
Don't forget to water them, as they 
are against the warm building and 
will dry out quickly. A little plant 
food, or plant tablets may be given 
once a month, 

As spring arrives with its gala 
array of flowers, many of us tend to 
take them for granted, there have 
always been golden daffodils, 
pansies and lilacs. They simply keep 
coming each year. How few realize 
that these lovely blossoms are

But compost heaps have been around 
as long as there have been gardeners tilling 
the soil, Once gardeners discovered that 
plants grew better around the decaying 
matter of compost heaps, their word-of- 
mouth praises were heard all around the 


gardening community 

Now, composting has come full circle 
Advanced compost makers have perfected 
their craft. Faced with mounting piles of 
leaves, lawn clippings. and shrub 
prunings and vegetable wastes, gardeners 
have innovated ways to convert big piles of 
refuse to little piles of compost 

Make the pile big enough to heat 
rapidly and retain heat and moisture. Four 
feet across and three feet high is the recom- 
mended minimum size. Keep the pile well-

You also can drybrush the paneling by

be dry, with a small amount of paint on 
its tips, The results of drybrushing look 
like broken streaks of paint color 
solid as a regular coat of paint 
The difference between whitewashing 
and pickling is that whitewashing is much 
more opaque. Whitewashing coats the 
surface, while pickling stains the sur 
face —allowing the natural wood surface 
to show through. 

So, when face to face with a dreary 
room with dark paneled walls, remember 
there is the option to pickle or whitewash 
them a lighter color!

HOME IMPROVEMENT 


Decorating formulas for enlivening your home 


Whether you're moving into a new 
house or apartment, or you're simply 
tired of the same old decor, it may seem 
desirable to go out and immediately cre- 
ate the interior decor you've admired in 
countless magazines. However, the best 
approach is to be slow, methodical and 
use a formula 

“A deliberate approach doesn't neces- 
sarily mean an empty apartment with 
cold, bare walls,” says Catherine Crane, 
interior design expert and consultant to 
Deck The Walls, the nation’s largest net- 
work of custom framing and art stores. 

“While decorating one’s home can be 
a fun, creative endeavor, a systematic 
formula based on creative combinations 
of smaller pieces and accessories will of- 
fer affordable warmth as you save for the 
larger purchases,” 

When decorating a first home, invari- 
ably you must work around pieces “ 
herited” from former roommates, family 
members or well-meaning friends. With 
the basic pieces in place—a bed, chair, 
couch and end table—effective decorat- 
ing should be based on a focal point in 
each room 

When selecting accessories, consider 
working with a neutral color scheme ac- 
centuated with bright dashes of color. 
Chintz pillows work nicely against a neu- 
tral couch, Repeat the pillows’ colors in a 
silk flower arrangement placed next to 
the couch. Inexpensive throw rugs can be 
purchased and placed under your coffee 
table to create a unified look 


Whether you have one significant 
piece or several small arrangements, 
your art can easily become the focal 
point of any room. Take the time to se- 
lect a print, watercolor, charcoal sketch 
or pastel which suits your long-term 


How to achieve 


Make no mistake about it—a healthy, 
vigorous, weed-free. insect-free lawn 
doesn’t get that way by itself, It requires 
proper application of weed-killers, insec- 
licides and fungicides (if fungus is a prob- 
Jem in your area) 

Herbicides (weed-killers) generally 
are most effective if used when broad- 
leaved lawn weeds are growing actively 
(usually mid to late spring), They work 
by making the weeds “grow themselves 
to death.” 

Fungicides should be applied at the 
first signs of a problem, Fungus is hot 
easy to control —especially if the disease 
gets out of hand 

In all cases. always follow the manu- 
facturer’s directions; he has gone to a lot 
of trouble to determine —for you—the 
most effective waryrto use his products: 

And don't make the mistake of think- 
ing that, “if a little is good, a /or must be 
better.” Plenty of lawns —shrubs, flowers 
and vegetables, too —have been badly 
damaged because of that reasoning! 

Find out where your County Agri- 
cultural Extension Service’ is located 
Trained staff is there to advise and help 
you with your problems. Garden centers, 
ioo, have qualified people eager to help 
you 

And of course. grass, being a living, 
growing plant, needs fertilizing like any- 
thing else you grow. Inadequate feeding 
is the cause of more lawn problems than 
any other factor. 

When grass is fed properly for vigor- 
ous growth, it makes such a thick mat 
that it leaves no room for weeds to get 
started. Healthy grass resists disease and 
insect damage 

A rule of thumb is to feed your lawn 
four times during the growing season. In 
southern areas, longer growing seasons 
require additional feedings. A most ef- 
fective way to feed your lawn is to use a 
complete, soluble lawn food such as 
Miracle-Gro. 

This gives you a “double-barreled” 
feeding. The solution which remains on

it before you display it. When working 
with a custom framer, describe the ulti- 
mate effect you wish to create in the 
room. 
According to Jim Nye, framing spe- 
cialist for Deck The Walls, the frame and 
mat treatments should complement the 
art which, when carefully placed, will 
enhance the room. 

“Too often, people attempt to make 
the art work for the room, rather than re- 
maining true to the unique qualities of the 
piece itself. Remember, it was the art you 
were first drawn to,” Nye says. 

“Therefore, the art should be en- 
hanced with a darker mat closest to the 
piece, enveloped by a neutral mat which 
will expand the art into the frame. The 
frame should also complement the piece; 
rich wood frames usually won't work 
with a dramatic abstract, for example.” 


Wall decor can also pinch hit for furni- 
ture pieces not yet purchased. For exam- 
ple, a group of three framed botanical 
prints, when hung approximately one 
foot above a bed, can substitute for an 
elegant headboard. Spot lighting, strate- 
gically placed, creates an overall warmth 
that will more than compensate for the 
furniture you may lack 

Updating an outgrown design scheme 
can be more difficult than starting from 
scratch, You must decide what to change 
and what to keep. 

Once again, remember the basic for- 
mula for redecorating your home. Care- 
fully examine each piece. Can it be 
reupholstered? Disguised? Used in a dif- 
ferent way, in a different room? 

Before investing time and money in

new furniture, consider using accessories 
to explore a new design scheme. 

For instance, your home decor has al- 
ways been traditional and you now feel a 
yen for Oriental elegance. Realizing that 
deep lacquered reds, rich golds and 
glossy blacks typify an Oriental look, 
seek out brocade fabric or used Oriental 
rugs and re-cover your old throw pillows. 
Purchase matchstick blinds at an import 
store, place colored reeds in a ginger jar, 
perhaps lacquer your outdated coffee ta- 
ble. The key 40 effectively using accesso- 
ries is changing the texture and the color, 
from floor to ceiling. 

To continue the Oriental theme, wa- 
tercolors can be framed in bamboo and 
hung over the ginger jar arrangement.

Q. Uf the latex paint looks too thick, 
should | add water? 

A. Probably not. Water will only? 
dilute the carefully formulated and 
blended ingredients of the paint, “ 
thereby reducing the paint’s quality 
and its application characteristics. If 
you think the paint is too thick, stir it 
more vigorously. However, if the con- 
tainer has been opened and closed a 
number of times or stored for a while, 
then you may want to add a small 
amount of water to replace any that ' 
may have evaporated. 

Q. Do all gloss paints lose their 
shine at the same rate? 

A. No. Any exterior gloss paint will 
maintain its gloss much better in a 
shaded area, compared to a location 
that is in direct sunlight. In general, 
however, quality acrylic latex gloss 
paints will maintain gloss longer than 
oil-based paints, especially in sunny 
areas. 

Q. What steps should I take when 
re-using paints that have been stored 
for awhile? 

A, First of all, remove any skin that * 
has developed on top of the paint, % 
along with any rust or other foreign’ + 
matter. Then, mix the paint thoroughly 
to a smooth consistency and strain 
through cheesecloth or nylon hose 
before painting.

Yard & Garden Tips Save Work, Water 


Lawn mowing, watering and weeding 
are the three biggest jobs in home land- 
scape maintenance and between them, 
they can put a serious dent in your relax- 
ation time, Whether you're landscaping a 
new homesite or living with an established 
one, there are steps you can take to drasti- 
cally reduce maintenance time, These 
ideas will also save water. 

Less Work & Water with Groundcovers: 

Large lawns require substantial main- 
tenance and use more water than any 
other feature in the landscape. Consider 
converting part or all of your lawn area to 
low-maintenance, low-water-using 
groundcovers, These are low-growing 
plants that spread to form a carpet over 
the ground. Commonly used ground- 
covers are ground ivy, myrtle, vinca, 
pachysandra, and dichondria. Your local 
garden center should be able to recom- 
mend others for your area and needs. 


These groundcovers require little 
maintenance and need far less water than 
turfgrass. They tend to be somewhat less 
durable than grass, so use them where 
there is little or no foot traffic. Confine 
turfgrass to those outdoor recreation areas 
where it’s really needed. 

Choose Plants for Low Maintenance: 

Many plants need little care or water to 
thrive. Herbs, for example, are wonder- 
fully attractive, low-maintenance, 
water-using plants that will enhance 
home-cooked meals as well as decorate the 
landscape. Excellent choices are pere 
nials like rosemary’ and oregano or an- 
nuals like basil and parsley. Lavender, 
though inedible, grows into a beautiful 
and aromatic hedgelike shrub that can be 
used to make sweet smelling sachets

Mulch keeps moisture in the 
soil, plant roots cool in summer and pre- 
vents many weeds from coming up. You 
can buy mulches at the garden center or 
make your own with a garden shredder. 


Stop Weeds, Reduce Watering: 


Before you put down bark chips or 
other organic mulch, lay down a layer 
of one of the new permanent landscape 
fabrics, such as Easy Gardener's Weed-

you're cutting your material. 

And as you cut, you'll want to number 
thé strips of material to keep them in 
consecutive order. 

In order to adhere your fabric or wall- 
paper to the slats, you have to use glue or 
double sided transparent tape. Since 
availability of different types of glue var- 
\es'across the country, ask your hardware 
dealer to suggest one. To make sure of its 
adhesive quality, you may want to test a 
small area, 

1. This may sound silly, but have you 
counted your slats? If not, do so. 

Now measure one of them length- 
wise 

3. The size of each individual slat, in a 
sense, is a pattern. Lay out your material 
on a flat surface and mark off the portion 
you will need for each slat. If you can, 
number the strips to correspond with the 
same numbers on the slats. 

4. Now cut them out 

5, If you're using something other than 
self-adhesive paper, this is where you ap- 
ply the glue or tape to the slats, But test 


first. Different fabrics may require dif- 
ferent thicknesses of glue, depending on 
their porosity. Run it smoothly right 
down the center, Don't use much, You 
can tack the edges down later if neces- 
sary.

6, With a sharp pointed razor, or X- 
Acto knife, cut out cord holes carefullyy 
Fol the outline of the hole already in 
the metal slat.

Now begin to assemble, Insert the slats 
in the proper sequence, After inserting 
about four slats, tilt the blind closed to 
observe that slats are turned correctly, 

Re-thread the cords through the holes. 
Start at the top with the right cord and al. 
ternate it on left side rung, then right side 
rung, then left, and so on, It is easier to 
thread the blind if you heat the end of the 
cord over a flame to fuse the fiber ends. 

When you get to the bottom, bring the 
cord down through the center hole of the 
bottom rail. then up through the nearest 
hole. Knot the end. Pull all the slack 
from under and inside the bottom rail 
Put the ladder caps back on 

If the cords are unequal, you can move 
the knot you just tied or re-knot the pull 
cord loop inside the tassel 

A word of caution: Never reverse the 
slats end to end. If you do, they won't 
line up precisely when you rehang them. 
The simplest way to avoid a problem is to 
mark each slat with a piece of masking 
tape which you can write on if slat se- 
quence is important for a patterned s 
sign applique 


Take your blind apart 


Regardless of the material you 
use —fabric, wallpaper or vi- 
nyl—follow these steps: 

1. First you give one of the bottom 


ladder caps a little tug. Then get the 
blade of the screwdriver next to the pin 


on the “ladder” cap and twist; that will 
pry the cap off. Do the same with the 
other “ladder” caps 


2. Next. find the knot at the end of one 
lift cord. Untie it, and pull it out of the 
bottom rail. (Do not confuse the lift cord 
with the ends of the ‘ladder.’) Do the 
same with the other lift cords. Study the 
path the cord follows as it passes from 
slat to slat on alternating sides of each 
rung 


3. Now, reach to the top of the slats, 
grab the cords, and pull them up through 
the slats. But be very careful not to pull 
them out of the head 


4. The slats now will slide right out of 


the blind from either side.

Tips on technique 


Your latest trip to the flea market 
turned up a perfect oak dining room ta 
ble. But there's one small hitch: The 
beautiful wood is hidden under an awful 
coat of avocado green paint 

If your first thought is to by-pass the 
table, think again. Removing the paint 
from furniture (or “stripping”) can be 
easier than you think, if you know a few 
professional secrets 

Homer Formby. America's best 
known authority on wood care and refin 
ishing, offers these hints-for paint 
removal projects 

* The moderate temperatures of fall 
are ideal for paint removal projects. Paint 
removers work best when the tempera 
ture is between 65° and 85°F. Higher or 
lower temperatures interfere with the 
action of the chemicals in the remover. 

* Be certain you work in a well-venti 
lated area, with a constant supply of 
fresh air. Formby recommends working 
outdoors if possible. Be certain to wear 
heavy rubber gloves, purchased at the

hardware store. (Rubber gloves made for 
dishwashing aren't meant for this job.) 

* Don’t use a “painting” stroke to ap- 
ply a paint remover, You'll fan the gases 
that do the work into the air, cutting 
down on the effectiveness of the product 
Instead, apply paint remover by dragging 
a filled paintbrush across the wood about 
four inches. Stop, refill the brush, and 
make another four inch stroke. Once 
you've applied a layer of paint remover, 
don’t touch it until all the bubbling action 
stops. 

* If you're working on a piece that's 
heavily carved or has hard-to-reach ar 
eas, you may want to try an aerosol paint 
remover. Brush-on paint removers are 
best for most horizontal surfaces. 

Formby adds that choosing the right 
product helps make the job easier. “Look 
for a heavy-bodied paint remover,” he 
says. 

“The can should be very heavy when 
you pick it up. Shake the can. It should 
sound like molasses, not like water in the 


can. Thick paint removers are epsier to 
control, and you use less product in the 
end.” 

Formby himself has developed a paint 
remover that has been proven superior to 
other products in independent. tests 
Formby’s paint remover, designed espe 
cially for use on wood, takes off old paint 
without harming the wood or stripping 
the “patina” (the glow that wood takes 
on as time passes), It’s available in hard 
ware stores, home centers and some 
mass merchandise outlets 

When it comes time to remove the 
softened paint, Formby has more advice 
to make the job “come off” smoothly 

* Use a plastic putty knife, rather than 
a metal tool, to lift off the loosened paint 
gently. Have an empty box nearby, and 
sling the loosened paint into the box 

If some spots of paint don't come up. 
do not try to scrape or gouge them off 
You could damage the wood. Instead. ap 
ply another coat of paint remover, and let 
it do the work for you 

Formby does not recommend using 
paint removers that are rinsed off with 
water. Water can cause extensive damage 
if allowed to sit on wood

Hold your breath 
in Stoneham 


According to WCVB-TV, the 
air quality at the Stoneham 
Arena is among the worst in the 
region with a carbon monoxide 
reading of .70. Accordingly, 
Stoneham Town Administrator 
Jeffrey Nutting has announced 
that the town will hire an inde- 
pendent contractor to test the 
air inside the rink. 

Nutting attributed the poor 
readings to a “couple of broken 
vents” in the rink’s roof ventila- 
tion system, according to the 


“Stoneham Independent.” The 
motorized Zamboni which runs 
on propane gas is also scheduled 
for a tune-up. 

Channel 5 has already 
returned to the rink and noted 
improvement with a .05 carbon 
monoxide reading. According to 
Nutting, anything under .30 is 


“tolerable” and any problems 
will be corrected. 


Daylight savings can'be unwelcome 


As clocks spring forward on 
April 3, the extra hour of day- 
light hailed by some may be dis- 
maying to others. The reason? 
The switch to Daylight Savings 
Time requires an adjustment in 
sleep schedules that can be diffi- 
cult for people who have trouble 
sleeping. 

"For individuals with sleep 
problems, even a time change of 
one hour can be a source of 
stress," says David Neubauer, 
MD, associate director of the 
Johns Hopkins Sleep Disorders 
Center. "This stress results in 
the very problem these people 
want to avoid -- insomnia." 
Other individuals, commonly 
referred to as "larks" by sleep 
experts because of their tenden- 
cy to retire and rise early, also 
can have a particularly hard 
time adjusting to time changes, 


notes Dr. Neubauer. 

Daylight Savings Time isn't 
the only cause of insomnia, 
which affects as many as one- 
third of all American adults. A 
1993 Gallup survey of sleep 
experts found that everyday 
stress is the most common 
cause of short-term insomnia 
The survey also found that if 
short-term insomnia remains 
untreated, it can become chron- 
ic ~ interfering with quality of 
life, impairing the ability to per- 
form at work, or leading to 
fatigue-related accidents. 

Interestingly, it may be hard- 
er to adapt to the spring time 
change, when clocks move 
ahead one hour, than the fall 
change, when clocks are set 
back one hour. "This may be due 
to changes in morning and 
evening light that occur after 
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the spring time change," says 
Dr. Neubauer. "The mornings 
become darker, making it diffi- 
cult for some people to wake up, 
and the evenings are lighter, 
tempting individuals to stay up 
later and delay bedtime." 

When sleeplessness become a 
problem, a few simple steps, 
such as taking a relaxing bath 
before bedtime or cutting back 
on caffeine-containing products, 
can help. "It's also important to 
avoid watching a bedside clock, 
which can cause stress by 
reminding you that you're still 
awake at a late hour," adds Dr. 
Neubauer. "A physician can rec. 
ommend more sophisticated 
behavioral techniques, and when 
appropriate, prescribe sleep 
medications."

“The 
profiles really bear that out. 
They’re attractive. They’re 
reflective of the culture of the 
school.

And although Reading sec- 
ondary school students are used 
to being dismissed early every 
Wednesday throughout elemen- 
tary school, some of them seem 
to look upon early release - 
known to teachers as “in-ser- 
vice” - days as permission to 


party, the times to exercise their 
rights to take vacations without 
consequences. 

It seems as if every new ele- 
mentary school parent who 
moves into town asks why about 


Wednesdays, and the Superin- 


tendent of Schools is forever 
explaining that the school days 
on each side of Wednesday have 
been longer for years so that no 
school time is lost. Teacher eon- 
tracts, need for conferences and 
in-service training, Reading’s 
new central voting site - all con- 
tribute to the secondary school 
early release days or sys- 
temwide days off which make up 
the school calendar. 

The Winchester Community 
School Association recently 
polled parents on such school- 
calendar items as vacations, 
length of academic year, and 
early release days, and discov- 
ered the following: a 25 percent 
minority of the parents consid- 
ered them beneficial on the 
basis of convenience alone; 46 
percent determined them incon- 
venient; and 28 percent were 
neutral. 


"Criminal" or justice for all? 


The most common complaint 
centered around what to do 
when two working parents have 
an elementary school child who 
is let out early 20 times a year, 
according to CSA President 
Betsy Cregger in the Winchester 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

Only one elementary school 
in Winchester provides after- 
school early release program- 
ming for students whereas 
Reading’s elementary school 
children often have the option of 
regularly scheduled afterschool 
programs on Wednesdays, 
offered at individual schools 
and-or through Creative Arts. In 
Reading secondary school stu 
dents often find themselves at 
loose ends, so to speak. 

Winchester parents and other 
community members volunteer 
their services on early release 
days in the popular Lincoln 
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Afterschool Adventures program 
which operates with the pro- 
ceeds of a nominal fee paid by 
participating families. 

Sixty-four percent of 
Winchester survey participants 
were in favor of such a program 
for $5 to $10 per afternoon, 
depending on the types of activi- 
ties offered; and 63 percent - and 
the general feeling - of those 
responding were in favor of 
teacher training and profession- 
al development. 

About half the respondents 
opted to keep the half-day for- 
mat for professional develop- 
ment 

However, Cregger reports 
that a “small but articulate 
group” representing about four 
percent of those responding feel 
that teacher training should 
take place during the summer, 
in the evening or during week- 
ends. Or even from 3 p.m. to 5 
p.m. 

Parents cited the facts that 
other professionals are trained 
during off-hours, that using 
release days for parent-teacher 
conferences is extremely tough 
on working parents who have no 
flexibility, that precious school 


hours are lost forever. 

Winchester School Committee 
Chair Jerilyn Heinold agreed 
that because so many parents 
work, they should have the 
option of scheduling evening 
conferences. 

As for Reading’s random 
half-days and no-days - termed 
by one teacher “all-day early 
release days” - we, of course, 
can’t speak for the adults who 
have to be in the center of town, 
the merchants who have to live 


in the center of town and the! 
police who have to deal with it | 
all. But we think we know what + 
they’re thinking. H

It's the adrenaline rush, 
stupid. 

In The Paper, director Ron 
Howard captures the most 
addictive substance to be found 
in any newsroom. He also richly 
details the eccentrics who make 
their living chasing stories, as 
well as the tarnished romances 
that suffer under the strain of 
long hours and a nearly neurotic 
dedication to work. 

The film chronicles 24 hours 
beneath the shadow of The Sun, 
a major New York tabloid. The 
plot (mostly) revolves around 
Michael Keaton's metro editor, a 
twitching neuro-mass of caf- 
feine-propelled energy. His preg- 
nant wife (Marisa Tomei) was a 
star reporter on the scrappy 
Sun, but is now hugely pregnant 


and anxiously watching from 
the sidelines. 

Director Howard picks up on 
the obvious affection shared by 
this couple, but he doesn't hedge 
with reality. Keaton can stare 
past the top of his ever-present 
can of Coke and see his future in 
the next room. His chain-smok- 
ing editor, played with gruff 
integrity by Robert Duvall, is 
now facing prostate cancer on 
his own, having driven away his 
wife and daughter years before. 
Duvall's life was always about 
getting the story, and Keaton 
knows he's not much different. 


It is the use of sharp reality 
slicing through a manic and 
witty plot that makes this news- 
paper film on par with the 
Howard Hawks' 1940 classic, 
"His Girl Friday." The journal- 
ists at the Sun have a had-edged 
sense of humor and a firm grip 
on the facts. They know exactly 
where they work, and are not 
above poking fun at the penile 
implant stories so graphically 
illustrated in their paper.

The crazed, paranoid colum- 
nist played by Randy Quaid is 
not as much of a reality stretch 
as you'd think, but the film does- 
n't give fair shrift to the paper's 
one power-wielding woman. 
Glenn Close, in yet another 
thankless role, is a bean-count- 
ing managing editor who can be 
quite the witch. Close does a 
remarkable job in instilling this 
fierce woman with a passion, 
even if it is sometimes misdi- 
rected. However, the movie 
makes it clear that Close's male 
colleagues can leave a trail of 
ink stains in their ambitious 
wakes, but such traits are just 
too, too ungainly in a woman. 

The movie is pumped with 
enough sparkle and enlightening 
performances to bypass this 
misstep, as well as the ending's 
heightened dramatics. The 
screenwriters, one of whom is a 
senior editor at Time magazine, 
gleefully deflate the pomposity 
of the New York Sentinel, a 
barely-disguised New York 
Times. Spalding Gray is arro- 
gance personified as a manag- 
ing editor hoping to lure Keaton 
aboard to cover the neighbor- 
hood news so well represented in 
the Sun's pages. 

Keaton, however, is more 
interested in beating out his 
competition for a cover story 
about two black teens who may 
have been falsely arrested. 
Their fate becomes his raison 
d'etre - at least until deadline. If 
you've never seen a news hound 
at work, it's a fascinating 
process, one good enough to 
"stop the presses." Don't worry, 
Howard makes better use of this 
cliche than I do.

machine means quicker scans," 
he adds, "as well as less inva- 
sive studies, adding to patient 
comfort. It also means faster 
results for physicians." 

The CT scan has eliminated 
the need for lengthy and uncom- 
fortable tests and long waiting 
periods for results. Unlike a con- 
ventional x-ray, which views the 
Lody from only one angle and 
provides outlines of organs, the 
CT scanner produces cross-sec- 
tional images of the body by 
revolving an x-ray tube around 
the patient. A computer recon- 
structs what the scanner sees 
and provides a distinct image on 
film. 


CT scans are commonly used 
to diagnose head and spine 
problems, to determine the 
severity of strokes, or to pin- 
point bleeding or blood clots. It 
may also be used to determine 
the extent of internal trauma, or 
to evaluate the extent of malig- 
nancies or infections involving 
the chest or abdomen. 

The MWH CT scan staff sees 
approximately 25 patients daily. 
The new unit is located on the 
first floor of the hospital.
